Federal Parties— Our Duty. 



British Columbia being now an in- 
tegral part oftbo Dominion of Uaoadn, 
it has booomo tbo duty and tho intorost 
of our poople to make thomBolvoB an- 
quainted with Fedoral politioa and 
partios, to the end that they may be 
qualified intelligently to aotthoir part 
in managing tho affairs of the Domin- 
ion ; for it ia ono of t he glories of tho 

system that ovory Individual member 
of tho Confederated Empire is called 
upon to do his particular part. A hasty 
glanco at Federal politics and partios 
einoo tho union of the four Charter 
Provinces may not bo considered out of 
place, now that British Columbia is 
about to be called upon for the first 
limo to engage in a general Federal 
election, ThetfrstHimo.bflCanse, although 
she has passed through ono Federal 
olection, it was not what is understood 
by a 'genoral' election, but merely to 
bo ropresontod at the last session of on 
expiring Parliament. Like all countries 
enjoying llosponaiblo Government, tho 
politioal partioB cfConada may be briefly 
designated aB tho 'ins' and the 'outs'; 
yet, unlike most couutriesso governed, 
party govornmont, in tho strict and 
proper sonseof the term, has not been 
carried out, in Canada sinoo Confedera- 
tion, The principle upon which Canada 
has boon govorned during thoso five 
years is thai of 'Coalition'— a sinking 
of more party lines and a comiDg to- 
gether of parties for one common and 
patriotio objeot which leads good mon 
to rise above party,— and loaves bad 
ones ? In order toacoomplish Coufeder. 
ation in tho first instanco there was a 
ooming togethor of the great party 
leadora. At that period tho country 
was divided into two political parties 
callod tho Conservatives, led by Sir John 
A. Macdonald, and the Refoimors, led 
by tho Hon. George Brown; and when 
Sir John and Mr Brown oamo together 
and formed the memorable CoalitioD 
Government, of 18G6,(or tho purpose of 
carrying the groat Confedaration scheme 
into effo tj it was said that a political 
millennium had oomo and that tho lion 
and the lamb had lain down together. 
But the lion and the lamb did'nt lie to« 
gotuerlong.Mr Brown's intenaoly parti- 
zao spirit and extreme political senti. 
men's appear tohavo completely swamp- 
ed his patriotism, and boiore the schemo 
•which had drawn purties togother was 
matured ho flew off at a tangent, leav- 
ing Sir John and those associated with 
him to work outtho groat schemo of em; 
piro as best thoy could, But Mr Brown 
was not content with deserting tho ship 
of State. HewaBnot long in organiz- 
ing and boading (not in Parliament, for 
he failed to got a seat, but in the col- 
umns of his Globe) a piratical band 
called 'Grits.' for the purpose of placiDg 
torpedoes in the way of tbo good Bh>p. 
Huppily tor the cause and tbo country, 
there wero Iielorm loaders mudo of 
different stuff— men who Btood faithfully 
by the causo and had the satisfaction of 
seeing it satoly moored in the haven of 
Confederation. Mr Brown left tho Coali- 
tion, but he did not break it up. It 
could get on without him, Nor did he 
succeed in alienating the groat heart of 
tho Roform party from the cause and 
the Government, Hoaucceuded, however, 
in drawing arouad him a few dUconten> 
ted and extreme men, such as Mr Mac- 
kenzie an d Mr Blako,and now, at tbo 
end of fivo years, tho 'Grit' faction has 
grown by receiving into its ranks the 
discontented and diasuppoiuled extrem- 
ists from all quarters, until now it has 
attained such dimensions as may porhaps 
catitlo it to bo dignified by tho term 
'party.-' Arid such a party 1 A hoterogi 
eueous muss of rosiloas and incompati- 
bio spirits, with no Hcntiment in 
common, savo only a determination 
to grusp tbo 'money-bag;.' The 'Grils' 
will ebiefly bo romumbored by I'acilio Bri- 
tons os tiuvio<; made a dospetalo effort to de- 
feat the scbomo lor tbe odmieaioo ol Biitish 
Columbia and tbe construction of the inter- 
oceanic railway. Their very last act has 
been to Dght the Koilway Bill inch by iuob, 
leaving no atouo unturned to deleot ibe only 
eobemo capable ol making Coufedorution a 
oomplcto success. But, thank heaven! tbey 
bavo tailed in the seoond, as they failed in 
the firtt. Tbey tried to obstruct tho west- 
ward course of Empire, and have been crush- 
ed by it. Tbo parly is loss powerlul ta-day 
than it was a year ago. They bavy opposed 
avery great and patriotic meanuro, and tbey 
nave, as was fitting they should, lost ground 
before the cout,try. Such aro tbe two polit- 
ioal parties before tbo couotry— tbe (iover&- 
meot party comprising tbo bent men trom tho 
old Coinorvalivo and Reform runks, and 
which hew given abuodant evidence ol oa- 
pucity to govern; the Uriti, comprising ex- 
treme and impotsiblo politioiaea of every 
conceivablo stripe— men drawn together not 
by lovo but by hate. It is to choose be- 
tween thoHOtwo parlies that the conetry ii 
now called to the polls. Can the roaulr bo 
doubtful? Can tbe duly of British Colum- 
bians doubtful? Last year tbey wire 
called upon to cIijobo men to represent them 
for but one session. Now it ia lor the full 
Parliamentary term of five yeare. It was 
importer t last year to send to Oitawa only 
those who would support the preeout Gov- 
ernment. It will be more important that 
they sbuuld bo guided by these considera- 
tions in Ihoir choice this your. The country 
cannot afford to bo governed by the Onls 
just yoi. Il is irno that tbo. Dominion is now 
washed by bnlh oceans. It is true tout the 
Treaty of Washington and tho Kailway Bill 
have both been ourned. But tho ruilway 
has yit to be built; and «o know that the 
•Grits' would stick it at Manitoba. Let 
Itriiish Columbiaus rally 10 tbo support of 
tho Government which bos conceived and 
nnd carried ell these great measures— ihe on- 
ly Government with the capacity to bring to 
Biutjoesiful conclusion Ibe great work of 
empire. Id order lo do this let every man 



see that his name is on the revised V ' 81 . 8 ' 
List. Loss than a week now remains in 
which to do this. After Monday it will be 
too lata, That rano will be little be terthan 
a traitor to his country who will negleot his 
duty in this matter. 

Tho Hud ol the Arbitration. 



There would appear to bo no longer reftBon 
to doubt that tho Treaty of Warrington is 
dead. How many bright hopes and great 
national eipectations must die with it. Who 
ia tj blame for thla unhappy reiult 7 U la 
impoesiblo altogether to exonerate onr own 
nation, when ft little more definlteness la the 
wording of the Treaty would have averted all 
this trouble and great misfortune. Butthattho 
great burden of responsibility and all the guilt 
rests with the United StatoB scarcely appears 
to bo open to quostion. Tho course pursued 
by Great Britain was boDest, if it was simple, 
That of the other party was the ahurp practice 
and doable dealing which becomes a petty_ 
fogging lawjer rather than ft great nation. 
The American Government Jean not be jus- 
tified at tbe bar of publio opinion for insisting 
upon a clusi of olaims ntver contemplated by 
the Treaty and frankly admitted by the 
American people to be wholly inadmissible. 
Great Britain has gono as far as It was posii- 
blo to go without dishonor in order to socure 
a peaceful settlement and tho eatftblishmont 
of friendly relations. Twice has ihe done 
this, and twice Una the other party accepted 
tho responsibility of doleating that ohjoct. 
Tbero wrs a time when the Alabama Claims 
might havoboen mado a pretext for war, but 
that time has passed. America has thrown 
that card away, The moral sentiment of tho 
natiooB would not now justity suoh a step, 
whatever it might have uoao before. It will 
now remain for the United StateB to renew 
negotiations. Great Britain can afford to fall 
back on her dignity, in the fall conseiousneei 
of having done her duty. 

Passage or the Railway Bill. 

The tolegraph announces the passage of the 
Canadian Paclfio Railway Bill on the 1st 
inst. The struggle must have been more 
severe and protracted than we had anticipat» 
ed. We are left in tbe dark as to the ma- 
jority by which the maasure was carried, so 
that our readers matt be content, for the pre- 
sent at least, with knowing that it did pasB. 
And, although , confidently anticipating tbe 
safe passage of this measure, especially after 
tbo passage ot the Treaty Bill, tbe news is 
a fitting Bnhject for congratulation; and we 
congratulate the people at large and the people 
of the Pacific Province in particular upon this 
result. Thus one victory after another is won. 
Step by step the great work of empire goes 
forward, until now there are rery few ifs left 
between us and tbe realization of those antici- 
pations for enunciating which we were charac 
terised as fanatics »nd fools two or three years 
ago. — Tbe Railway Bill has passed I Three 
cheers more for Sir John and his confres I I

The Late J. 8. Macdouald. 

In the death of John Bondfiold Macdon- 
ald, announced by tolograph yestorday, Ca- 
nada loses one of her oldest and ableat 
atateamen. The otibj.ict of thes) reraarka 
wos doaoandad from an ancient Highland 
family who ee tied in Glengarry, Canada, in 
1786. He waa born at St. Raphael (On- 
tario), 20tb December, 1812, DDd wap.ooti- 
requsnily nearly eiitv years of age. Called 
to the Bar ol Upper Canada iu 1840, ha was 
created Queen's Oouoeet in 1849, and waa 
Lieut-Colonel commanding the 3rd Battilion 
Stormoi.t Militia. Ha waa Solicitor-Gener- 
al for Upper Canada, from Dcoeuiher, 1859, 
to NoYensber, 1861; Speaker of the Legisla- 
tive Asaembiy of Canada from Augua , ,1852, 
to June, 1854; Attorney-Geniral Weit 
from 2nd tj f 'th August, 1808; and again (in 
bia owd administration) holding during the 
■amo timo tba office ol Mioialor of Militia 
Affairs, from May, 18G2, to March, 1864, 
when he with hia Ministry roslgoed office. 
He was appointed Aitoroey-Geooral of tho 
Piorince of Ontario, Joly 1867, and wm 
Prima Minister ol that Province till tho last 
tejiioti of the Legislature, when bia adminis- 
tration ga«o place to that of BLke-Maokou- 
xi8. He waa eleoted to repreBent.Gleonarry 
jn 1841, and a.t for that county till 1847, 
Eitca which bo represented the town of Corn- 
wall. A Roman Cattsolio in religion, and a 
moderate Reformer in pol t'e», betook a 
prominent part in ••tabliabing thoae liberal 
iDBtitutionB to wbioh Canada aolargaly owes 
her present prosperity. During ibo paal 
two years hit health had been failing aod his 
death will not have taken tha country 
by aurpriae although it will have occasioned 
nnivaraal regret.

The Rivet Seal Lock fastens a mail-bag with 
a lead seal and staple si efleotually thai the 
nligbt2(t attempt at tampering with it it dif 
oojered. Eaob pr.s'offica is furoiehed wnli 
■■all stamped with iti name, aod wax h 
entirely aupericded. Tbo new aysiem has 
beeo adopted iu the mail gervioa of (ha 
United 8tatea ood Canada, and has jusi 
been introduced h:ro. Tbo ael(-rep;istoriug 
padlock, by tho same geotlaaian, has been 
adopted by tha Amcricao Exo'.n OITiuers, 
The lock regiatera aa high aa 31— ono for 
eaoh day ol the month — and every timo it is 
opened the regiat'r (through a minute 
glass "window" in tha back) Bcoraa ono. 
Any attempt to tamper with the regi«ler 
wonld only briog confusion and detection 
npon tho perpet'stir, es it is secured with n 
I«ad seal stanuped and made in aocri a man- 
ner as to doly imitatioo. Another l ick bus 
baon invert ;d lor tho uso of J.'xcise Uffioar», 
wbioh seema perfect iu every detiil. A new 
aaothod for fa»teniDg ba^a of papes, by 
moans of alrapa and ring", which eniirely 
aapersedea the uao of twino (of which 50,000 
lbs are used annually iu the L'.ndou Pos • 
office) haa also been paiott-'d mid introduo- 
ed by Air. Dewe and ia in uao bare. Theee 
iuvaotiona ere of a thoroughly pract-'enl char- 
acter and of groat valne, as ihey simplify the 
methods of effectually neouriug mail matt 9 1 
and rcdo.ee tho expecs'.

QA'apecial from London, May 3 1 a f, atates 
that ou Thursday the Alabama nagotlationa 
were ended. All efforts to Becuro tho agree- 
ment of tbe Governments on the Supplcmenta 1 
Article were definitely relinquished. On Satur. 
day negotiations were reopened on tlio part of 
iho British Government which gives color to 
iho supposition that it haa reconsidered ita 
determination not to accept tho Senate's 
amendment to tho Supplemental Article, 
pointing to tho present diflicalty as tho absence 
from tbe Article ol any words which can bo 
held as definitely indirect claims, and ita 
failure to declare what class of claima are 
signified by tho term indirect.
